Speculation Grows 
On Knockout Blow 
As MacArthur Back

TOKYO, Oct. 16.—UP)—Two Al- 


lied spearheads smashed today to- 
ward the flatland approaches of , 
Pyongyang in an armored race for 
the Red Korean capital. 


The last major battle of the war 


may bo close at hand. There waa 
a growing belief in Tokyo military 
circles that tho war would end in 
a few weeks. But a long mopping- 
up period may follow. 


Racing for the Red capital wera 


the U. S. First Cavalry division— 
the first into Manila in World War 
II—and the South Korean First 
division. 


The Americans battled through 
stubborn resistance Monday in a 
16-mile thrust into Sohung, 42 air 
miles and 60 highway miles south- 
east of Pyongyang. 
On a parallel 


secondary road 20 miles north of 
Sohung, the South Koreans, paced 
by American tanks, reached Suan, 
40 air miles southeast of the Com- 
munist capital. 


Both

through North Korea's mountain 
backbone which shields Pyongyang 
on the south and east. But It was 
a torn and dented shield. Field re- 
ports indicated the Red remnants 
were crumbling rapidly.

render and continue on with in- 
ternal, 
domestic administration. 


In the closing days of the war, 
the Allies encouraged the Japa- 


nese to retain the government of 
Emperor Hirohlto. This facilitat- 
ed the surrender and the eventual 
reconstitution of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 


But the aggressive and ruth- 
less policies of Communism make 
It impossible to use such machin- 
ery in North Korea. 


Military Addressed. 


MacArthur is well aware of that. 


It is to be noted that when 
he 


issued his first surrender demand 
Oct. 
1 it was addressed to the 
military commander of the North 
Korean military forces, Marshal 
Choi "Yung Kun, and not to the 
head of the Communist govern- 
ment, Premier Kin II Sun?. 


In this, MacArthur appeared to 
be following to some extent 
the 


precedent set in the world War 
II collapse of Germany. There it 
was the Nazi generals and admir- 
als who signed the capitulation 
documents.

ninety years only one Ohio- 
an has won more than two 
senatorial terms. The excep

was John Sherman 


brother of the general, au 
thor of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law, a gifted finan 
cier and a shrewd politician 
who kept both ears to the 
ground. By never outstrip- 
ping popular sentiment he 
managed tp keep his seat for 
32 years, besides serving six 
in the House of Representa- 
tives, four as secretary of the 
Treasury, and one as secre- 
tary of state. This 43 consec- 
utive years of tenure in high 
office is close to an Ameri- 
can record. 


Sherman's colleagues kept 


changing, most serving only 
one term and only Allen G. 
Thurman serving two. After 
Sherman's retirement such 
figures as Mark Hanna, Jo 
seph B. Foraker, Atlee Pom- 
erene, Simon D. Fess and 
Harold H. Burton, to name 
only a few, were all limited 
to a twelve year tenure at 
most, usually less. Death, 
•withdrawal and defeat act- 
ed as the limiting factors. 


If Taft gets a third term 


he will do what none of

changing trains. 


The railroads again 
are 


talking about making it pos- 
sible for a human traveler to 
do the same. It has been 
done on a very limited scale 
through Chicago, where a 
few sleeping cars are shunt- 
ed between East and 
West 


Coast trains. But this entails 
a wait of several hours in 
Chicago yards, and an ad- 
vantage of handling freight 
becomes apparent. A hog 
may or may not mind sitting 
idly in his car while his train 
is reorganized, but he does 
not complain about it. 


The free flow of freight 


depends on free interchange 
of cars. This is relatively sim- 
ple because a freight car of 
one line is very much like 
one of another. Passenger 
coaches are different. They 
range from the 
luxury , of 


limiteds to the dingy squalor 
of commuter cars. There are 
differences between the cars 
of various roads, extending 
even to such details as the 
question whether the paper 
cup from which the i,hu»ty 
traveler drinks shall be his 
for the taking or cost him a 
penny. Yet an easy'flow ol 
uninterrupted coast-to-coasl 
travel is 'impossible without 
easy car interchanage. If the 
railroads can solve this prob- 
lem they will make a good 
gain in the 
competititve 


struggle with other forms ol 
travel.

"The only thin* I view with 
Harm," White stated, "Is that we

voted In by the farmer, and can 
b« discontinued the same way."

overwhelmed a large guerrilla force 
that swooped down from the hills 
into the east coast port of Sam- 
chok. Intelligence officers report- 
ed the surviving Reds quit because 
they had lost confidence In their 
officers. 
The mop-up continued elsewhere 


In South Korea. General MacAr 
thur's headquarters reported a to- 
tal of more than 65,000 prisoners. 


Low overcast skies limited 
to 
only 30 the close support sorties 
of U. S. Fifth Air Force fighters 
and bombers. The Air Force sum- 
mary reported 150 enemy casual- 
ties. B-29s flew over the 
clouds 
and used radar to hit rail bridges 
north of Pyongyang and targets 
at Chongjin. 
A new atrocity report came from 
a South Korean prisoner who es- 
caped in'the Yonghung area. He 
said the Communists executed 800 
South Korean prisoners near Won- 
san and fled northward with 100 
American prisoners. 
The prisoner said he heard Red 


officers plotting to take the Amer- 
icans to Manchuria. Of the 
800 


Rok soldiers killed, the bodies of 
300 were burned with gasoline, the 
prisoner said. 


Knockout Expected

talk was touched off by MacAr- 
thur's return to the Japanese capr 
ital from his Wake Island meeting 
Sunday with President Truman. 
MacArthur said the conference 
dealt with Orient problems "par- 
tier' -rly the Korean, Japanese and 
Ph; 
pine areas." But he gave no 
deta.is, leaving that to Truman.

President Truman Sunday reiter- 
ated earlier statements that Amer- 
ican troops would be withdrawn 
from Korea as soon as possible af- 
ter the fighting ends.
